To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 
The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  House  of  Eefuge  for  Women 
rjj^  herewith  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 

1902,  being  the  fifteenth  in  order.  There  has  been  no  changes 
in  the  membership  of  the  Board  of  Managers  during  the  year. 
Tlie  president  of  the  board,  Herbert  E.  Mills,  resigned  the  presi- 
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general  planning  of  the  work,  the  successful  execution  of  its 
plans  has  been  almost  entirely  due  to  the  efficiency  and  untiring 
efforts  of  the  superintendent.  She  has  had  the  cordial  support  of 
most  of  the  officers;  and  the  board  desires  to  mention  the  valu- 
able work  done  by  the  resident  physician,  not  only  in  the  strictly 
professional  duties  of  her  office,  but  in  the  aid  given  the  super- 
intendent in  the  general  reorganization  of  the  institution. 

The  boaf d  has  for  two  years  emphasized  in  its  report  to  the 
Legislature  the  need  of  a  hospital,  not  only  as  a  place  for  the 
treatment  of  those  who  are  actually  ill,  but  as  a  place  for  the 
proper  treatment  of  many  of  those  who  are  nervously  abnormal — 
a  class  found  in  large  numbers  among  those  committed  here. 

The  board  does  not  believe  that  a  proper  hospital  can  be  built 
for  a  small  sum.  It  consequently  again  urges  the  appropriation 
of  a  sufficient  amount  for  the  erection  of  a  proper  building.  It 
asks  for  the  following  appropriations:

To  the  Lcgislatvrc  of  the  ^^tate  of  New  Yoric: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Women 
at  Hudson,  beg  to  submit  this  as  their  report  for  the  year  end- 
r^^^  ing  September  30,  1903. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  lost,  by  resignation,  the  valu- 
-0_y  able  services  of  four  of  its  members^ — Mrs.  Belden,  Mr.  Hoyt, 
Mr.  Mills  and  Dr.  G-riswold.  The  term  of  Dr.  Wilson  expired, 
but  was  renewed  for  a  further  full  term  by  the  Governor.  By 
appointment  of  the  Governor  in  February,  Charles  H.  Strong  of 
New  York  city,  became  a  member  of  the  Board  to  fill  an  unex- 
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pirfd  term;  and  likewise,  Mrs.  Joseph  Allen,  of  New  York  city, 
became  a  member  in  June.  There  are  two  vacancies  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Board.  The  work  of  the  Board  could  have  pro- 
ceeded with  less  embarrassment  and  with  mon-  promptness  if 
these  places  had  been  filled.  We  nef*d  another  member  resident 
at  Hudson,  and  there  should  be  a  representative  on  the  Board 
from  one  of  the  western  counties,  say  Onondaga. 

T'harles  H.  Strong  has  been  chosen  president.  The  new  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  think  this  not  an  inopi>ortuue  time  to  express 
their  unqualified  praise  of  the  work  of  their  predecessors  in 
office,  including  their  two  colleagues,  Mrs.  Powell  and  Dr. 
Wilson.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  management  of  the  institution^ 
both  in  its  material  and  reformatory  aspects,  has  reached  an 
exceptionally  high  plane.  The  superintendent.  Dr.  Hort(»nse  V. 
Bruce,  and  the  resident  j>hysician.  Dr.  Eloise  Walker,  are  still 
with  us,  and  the  Board  is  fully  convinced  that  their  capacity  is 
of  the  highest,  and  their  work  beyond  reproach. 

W(*  were  embarrassed  for  a  considerable  x>^rt  of  the  year  by 
the  failure  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  assistant  superintendent. 
Ap[K*al  to  the  eligible  list  proved  unavailing,  until  in  September 
there  came  to  us  Miss  Frances  E.  ITubbell,  who,  w^e  hope,  will 
meet  our  requirements. 

With  the  advent  of  iho  fiscal  sui)ervisor,  and  the  inauguration 
by  him,  with  the  assistance  of  the  boards  of  managers  and 
superintiendents,  of  n(»w  methods  in  the  joint  purchase  of  sup- 
plies, we  resolved  to  try  the  experiment  of  abolishing  the  office 
of  steward.  This  is  a  saving  of  f  1,500  per  annum,  salary  of  that 
office.  The  result  has  been,  however,  to  cadd  largely  to  those 
duties  of  the  superintendent  which  relate  to  the  business  side 
of  the  institution,  and  correspondingly  to  take  from  hier  the 
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time  which  she  would  so  gladly  give  to  a  closer  supervision  over 
the  inmates  and  the  minor  officers.  We  may,  therefore,  need  the 
appointment  of  some  man  as  inspector  or  supervisor  of  the  build- 
ings and  grounds,  but  who  shall  be  paid  a  sum  considerably 
less  than  that  formorh'  paid  to  the  steward. 

Xothing  need  be  said  in  this  report  as  to  the  discipline  pre- 
vailing among  the  inmates.  Their  attitude  is  in  the  main 
friendly  and  respectful,  and  their  relations  with  the  matrons 
frank  and  agreeable.  There  is  at  Hudson  at  present  a  set  of 
women  doing  excelhmt  work  and  in  good  spirit — no  pretence, 
no  friction;  and  without  an  exception,  they  seem  to  entertain 
a  feeling  of  affectionate  loyalty  for  the  superintendent.  The 
isame  may  be  said  of  the  engineer,  gardener,  caqnmter,  and 
other  men  about  the  grounds,  some  of  whom  have  been  with  the 
institution  for  manv  vears. 

The  work  in  tlu*  schools^ — sewing,  cooking,  laundry,  elemen- 
tary instruction  in  English  branches  and  ])hysicial  exercise — has 
progressed  uniformlv  and  steadilv.  Everv  inmate  receives  traiii- 
ing  in  all  the  schools.  The  j)hysician's  re]H)rt  shows  a  satis- 
factory condition  in  the  matter  of  the  health  of  the  inmates  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  religious  training  of  the  inmates  receives 
painstaking  and  sensible  attention.  The  exercises  in  the  chapel 
each  Sundav,  attended  bv  all  the  inmates  who  are  not  ill  or  in 
punishment,  are  strikingly  imjHiessive,  and  at  the  same  time 
simple,  and  with  as  little  as  possible  of  the  customary  institu- 
tional mannerisms. 

The  fact  that  the  population  of  the  institution  is  steadily  de- 
clining, is  a  source  of  ]>erplexity  and  disappointment.  It  seems 
to  us  that  some  means  must  be  provided  by  the  State  Board  of 
Charities,  or  otherwise,  for  acquainting  the  committing  magis-

for  at  rhe  exfj»rn!»f-  of  the  count  v.  This  is  also  a  matter  which, 
it  seems  to  us.  should  appeal  directlv  to  the  menabers  of  the 
F>'jrislature.  It  sfaonid  not  h^e  overlooked  that  the  per  capita 
cost  for  an  institution  of  small  population  is  relatively  greater 
than  that  of  an  institution  of  larger  pNiipnlation.  A  continuance 
of  fhe  pres#rnt  habit  of  committing  girls  to  local  p»rivate  insti- 
tutions, whif-h  seems  to  be  growing,  is.  therefore,  a  source  of 
\f*t'mih9ry  \*n^  to  the  state,  as  well  as  to  the  i-ounty. 

B^'fore  leaving  this  subject,  it  may  be  of  use  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  I>-gislature  to  the  recent  opinion  of  the  Court  of 
-\lff»*^l?«  in  r**<^fil»'  ex  i-el.  May  <.'lark  vs.  Bedfi>n.l  Reformatory, 
whi^h  emphasiz^'S  the  need  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  committing 
magistrates  in  executing  the  commitment  papers.  The  fact  is 
that  the  Attorney-General  has  prescribed  a  form  of  commitment 
j>aji^-rs.  thre^-  or  more  in  number,  so  intricate  as  to  make  it 
difficult  for  the  average  committing  magistrate  to  prepare 
them  all  in  conformity  with  the  statutes.  We  intend  to  ask  the 
Attorney-General  to  provide  a  simpler,  uniform  set  of  papers 
for  use  in  the  three  houses  of  refuge. 

We  have  recently  directed  the  preservation  among  our  rt'cords 
of  a  careful  minute  concerning  each  departing  inmate,  that  will 
serve  as  a  definite  estimate  by  the  superintendent  of  the  effect 
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of  the  institutional  life  upon  the  character  of  the  inmate.  We 
have  found  it  impossible  to  follow  closely  the  steps  of  the  girls 
as  they  leave  the  institution  and  go  into  the  outer  world. 

During  the  year,  all  the  cottages,  including  the  nursery,  have 
been  extensively  repaired, — plastering,  plumbing,  electric  wir- 
ing,— all  new,  some  new  floors,  and  painting  and  varnishing. 

Bfefore  the  close  of  the  year,  contracts  had  been  prepared, 
after  public  bidding,  for  a  general  reconstruction  of  the  adminis- 
tration building,  providing  for  a  rearrangement  of  the  rooms,  so 
that  the  building  will  be  used  entirely  for  offices,  superinten- 
dent's quarters  and  officers'  sleeping  rooms,  and  providing  for 
the  removal  of  all  the  inmates,  and  the  transfer  of  the  school 
rooms  to  the  industrial  building.  This  work  also  includes  new 
plumbing,  new  electric  wiring,  new  fire  escapes  and  a  new  heat- 
ing system. 

At  the  same  time,  contracts  were  let  for  the  new  hospital 
building.  This  is  to  be  constructed  within  the  rear  wing  of  the 
present  prison  building,  making  use  of  the  exterior  wall®  only. 
The  interior  will  be  entirely  altered  for  hospital  purposes,  and 
finished  in  accord  with  modem  ideas  of  sanitation.  There  will 
be  eleven  private  rooms  for  patients,  an  operating  room,  sol- 
arium and  a  dispensary.  There  will  be  two  rooms  for  nurses, 
bathrooms  and  a  dining-room. 

At  the  same  time,  contracts  wiere  let  for  extensive  altera- 
tions in  the  prison  building.  The  present  system  of  cells  in  the 
central  part  of  the  building,  standing  back  to  back,  is  to  be 
abolished,  and  a  central  corridor  is  to  be  carried  through,  and  the 
walls  of  the  ciells  extended  to  the  outside  walls  of  the  building, 
so  that  there  will  be  separate  rooms  and  solid  wooden  doors  in 
place  of  iron  barred  doors. 
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The  changes  in  the  administration  and  prison  buildings  will 
make  necessary  new  schoolrooms,  which  will  be  placed  in  the 
uppor  floor  of  the  industrial  building.  This  negatives  the  idea 
of  using  that  floor  for  a  gymnasium.  The  approi>riation  for  that 
purpose  will  be  hereinafter  referred  to. 

The  main  contrait  for  ail  the  foregoing  was  let  to  Dean  and 
Havens  of  Glean,  the  lowest  bidder,  and  the  work  is  progressing 
satisfactorilv. 

Aft(M'  all  the  contiacls  had  been  let,  calling  for  an  ex]»enditure 
of  a  Slim  h*ss  than  the  available  ai)propriati()ns,  the  party  with 
whom  w(?  had  contracted  for  furnishing  the  new  heating  system, 
n^fused  to  ])orforin,  and  th(»  Attorncy-CJeneral    is    considering 

m 

wh(*ther  he  mav  be  held.     At  this  time,  it  S(*ems  utterlv  improba- 
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bk*  thai  a  new  contract  <'an  b(^  mad(»  for  a  sum  that  will  bring 
us  within  the  available  approi)riations.  This  will  necessitate 
sacrifices  of  much  that  was  highly  desirable  in  the  administra- 
tion building,  and  obliges  us  to  ask  for  a  further  appropriation 
to  complete  the  work.  Attention  will  be  called  specifically  to 
this  at  the  conclusion  of  this  report. 

Work  has  be(^n  begun  in  ])rc])aration  of  recreation  grounds, 
to  supj)lement  the  regular,  daily,  indoor  gymnasium  work,  whit-li 
has  ])rov(Ml  of  such  value  in  tin*  can*  of  the  neurotics.  All  con- 
cede* that  no  agency  for  the  promotii)n  of  the  physical  and  moral 
welfare  of  the  inmates  exceeds  in  value  the  work  of  the  girls  in 
the  gardens  and  on  tlu*  lawns,  and  the  (^xercises  in  the  gym- 
nasium. The*  present  ])lans  contemplate*  four  tenuis  courts,  two 
basket  ball  fi(»lds,  and  Unw  creHjuet  fields,  and  the  gnmnds  will 
]»robably  be  ready  in  the  Sjuing. 

The  installation  of  a  sewage^  disposal  plant  awaits  action  upon 
the  plans  by  the  State  Architect,  who,  in  turn,  is  awaiting  a 
r(*jK)rt   from  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 
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The  report  of  the  steward  shows  a  per  capita  cost  for  the 
current  year  of  |5.63,  as  against  f  5.35  last  year.  The  increase  is 
due  in  part  to  a  decrease  in  the  population,  and  in  part  to  cost 
of  provisions,  but  mainly  to  increase  in  the  cost  of  coal  during 
the  strike. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  treasurer's  report,  that  at 
the  close  of  the  year  there  was  available  a  cash  balance  in  our 
favor  in  the  hands  of  the  Comptroller  of  $49,820.99.  The  sum 
of  $3,500  for  maintenance  will,  of  course,  be  drawn  upon  for 
maintenance  during  the  coming  year,  as  we  understand  that 
does  not  lapse.  All  the  balance,  saving  four  items,  will  be  re- 
quired to  pay  the  contractors  engaged  in  the  work  on  the  admin- 
istration, prison  and  hospital  buildings  hereinabove  described. 
These  four  items  are:  $993.80  appropriated  for  a  gymnasium 
room  in  the  industrial  building,  which,  as  has  already  been  ex- 
plained, is  no  longer  necessary;  $7,897.25,  appropriated  for  a 
sewage  disposal  plant  and  hereinabove  referred  to;  $2,500  for  a 
new  boiler,  an  item  which  was  never  wanted  by  this  institution, 
and  provision  for  which  was  an  error;  $1,000  for  recreation 
grounds  and  equipment,  part  of  which  has  already  been  ex- 
pended,  and  the  balance  of  which  will  be  used  in  the  spring. 

Finally,  the  Board  respectfully  urges  the  appropriation  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  following  sums: 

For  maintenance $60,000  00 

For  general  repairs,  to  be  used  in  the  main  to  com- 
plete the  work  in  the  administration,  hospital  and 
prison  buildings,  so  that  the  original  plans  of  the 

State  Architect  shall  be  carried  out 5,000  00 

Furniture,  furnishings  and  hospital  equipment 1,000  00 

Enlargement  of  coal  sheds,  and  provision  for  de- 
livery therein   5,000  00

We  ask  your  careful  attention  to  these,  the  real  needs  of  the 
Refuge.  The  necessity  for  these  changes  becomes  more  and  more 
apparent  as  we  proceed  in  our  work.  To  bring  the  institution 
up  to  the  real  purposes  of  a  reformatory  we  earnestly  ask  your 
co-operation.  The  details  of  each  separate  department  are  given 
by  the  superintendent  in  the  succeeding  pages  of  this  report.

Singing  school : 
The  classes  in  singing  have  been  regularly  held  three  times 
weekly,  as  in  former  years.    Tone,  quality  and  proper  use  of 
vocal  and  breathing  organs  have  been  taught,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  singing  by  hand  signs  for  tone  measurement  and  spacing 
exercises  by  figures.    Fourteen  girls  have  voluntarily  written  ex- 
ercises, showing  their  ability  to  think  accurately  the  tone  inter- 
vals of  any  familiar  tune.      Good  order  has  prevailed  in  the 
classes  and  the  singing  at  the  Sunday  services,  as  well  as  at 
other  times,  shows  a  marked  advancement  in  intelligent  inter- 
pretation and  ability  to  properly  use  and  not  abuse  the  voice. 
One  and  two  part  singing  is  now,  as  formerly,  in  regular  prac- 
tice and  use,    A  three  part  song  has  recently  been  well  sung. 
Only  two  rehearsals  have  been  omitted  during  the  year. 
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RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

Daily  prayers  are  held  in  each  building,  morning  and  evening. 
Beligious  services  are  held  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
conducted  by  clergymen  of  different  denominations  in  turn,  or, 
in  their  absence,  by  the  superintendent. 

Inmates  are  privileged,  when  occasion  or  emergency  requires, 
to  see  a  priest  or  clergyman  of  their  own  denomination.

One  died  frOm 
syphilis  of  the  brain  and  one  of  phthisis  pulmonalis  and  one  from 
perforation  of  the  intestine,  coincident  with  typhoid  fever. 

There  were  six  births  in  the  institution  during  the  last  year, 
one  premature  birth  and  one  still-born  child  at  full  term. 

No  epidemic  of  a  contagious  nature  has  prevailed  during  the 
year.  In  the  winter  tliere  were  a  number  of  cases  of  La  Grippe 
and  following  these  there  was  considerable  diarrhea,  and  some  of 
these  patients  later  developed  t\  plioid  fever. 

The  resident  nurses  has  cared  for  a  large  number  of  the  simple 
diseases  of  the  inmates  and  the  physician  has  been  called  only 
when  it  was  necessary.

an  inquiry,  wMoh  often  results  in  rescuing  a  girl  from  the  old 
conditions  of  life  into  which  she  has  momentarily  lapsed. 

Table  4  of  Exhibit  II,  showing  home  life^  gives  an  insight  into 
the  causes  which  have  brought  the  inmates  hither^  and  so  far  as 
possible  they  are  kept  from  former  environments  when  sent  out 
on  parole.  We  are  very  mmch  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the 
step-mother  and  step-father  difficulty  grows  out  of  a  prevailing 
sentiment  against  the  relationship  rather  than  from  any  evil  in- 
herent in  it. 

The  records  will  be  so  kept  hereafter  as  to  make  it  possible 
that  there  should  be  a  more  exhaustive  analysis  of  this  class  of 
offenders.

Thds  plan  of  the  cottage  system  promotes  comfort,  health,  and 
happinesB. 

Piomoitions  are  made  upon  a  system  of  comparative  standing. 

There  are  seven  pottages,  four  containing  25  girls  each,  and  two 
37  each;  a  nnrsery  cottage  accommodating  21  inmiates  with 
babies. 

In  the  cottages,  marks  are  not  only  the  condition  of  promotion 
or  redaction;  they  are  also  relied  upon  as  sufficient  for  all  ordi- 
nary pnrposeft  of  discipline. 

The  supervisor  of  each  cottage  keeps  a  record  of  the  demeanor 
and  industry  of  every  girl  in  her  cottage.  The  girls  are  marked 
according  to  their  merits. 

Unquestioning  obedience  is  enforced,  and  the  girls  are  ex- 
pected to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  rules  and  unwritten  laws 
of  the  institution. 

The  girld  are  urged  to  report  themselves  whenever  they  have 
broken  any  rule  and  have  not  been  detected.  Thus  many  small 
faults  are  corrected  in  a  way  which  a  girl  remembers  without 
fleriously  impairing  her  record. 

It  is  only  offences  involving  disobedience,  untruthfulness,  etc., 
which  lower  her  record  or  marks  sufficiently  to  reduce  her  in 
grade.

Five  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year,  four  adults  and  one 
infant. 

Of  the  adults — 

One  died  from  syphilis. 

Two  died  from  phthisis  pulmonalis. 

One  died  from  typhoid  fever. 

One  died  from  hereditary  syphilis. 

Ten  infants  were  bom  in  the  hospital  during  the  year  just  past — 
six  males  and  four  females. 

No  epidemic  of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  has  prevailed 
during  the  year. 

In  the  early  spring,  a  number  of  cases  of  measles  broke  out  in 
the  prison,  and  it  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  a  severe  epi- 
demic of  this  disease  was  prevented  from  sweeping  through  the 
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prison  and  all  the  cottages.  This  circumstance  showed  the  urgent 
necessity  of  an  addition  to  the  hospital  for  the  accommodation  of 
all  infectious  and  contagious  diseases.  I  would  suggest  that  it  be 
bnilt  of  brick,  and  in  the  very  near  future  become  an  annex  to  a  new 
hoEFpital,  built  of  the  isame  material,  as  the  building  we  now  use  for 
a  hospital  is  improperly  constructed^  is  defective  in  drainage^ 
plumbing,  and  lighting,  and  it  is  impossible  to  heat  it  sufficiently 
to  have  the  patients  comfortable  in  winter,  and  in  the  event  of  a 

conflagration  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  prevent  itc^ 

i 
total  destruction. 

A  careful  examination  of  all  newly  committed  inmates  is  made 
by  the  physician  as  soon  as  they  arrive  at  the  inistitution,  and  their 
full  history  with  medical  memoranda  is  written  out  for  future  ref- 
erence. 

Through  the  unceasing  and  thorough  labors  of  Mrs.  Patton,. 
matron  of  the  hospital,  and  her  assistant,  Mrs.  Quiggle,  many  of 
the  local  affections  and  simple  diseases  of  the  inmates  have  been 
successfully  treated^  thus  lobviating  the  necessity  of  calling  the 
consulting  physician. 

I  am  glad  to  acknowledge  the  cordial  co-operation  and  efficient 
aid  given  me  by  the  superintendent  and  matrons  of  the  institution, 
as  their  efforts  and  sympathy  have  been  of  much  value. 

In  concluding  this,  my  ninth  annual  report,  permit  me  to  thank 
your  Board  for  the  continued  manifestations  of  confidence.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  the  eighth  annual  report  of 
the  educational  department  of  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Women. 

The  total  number  of  inmates  instructed  during  the  year 420 

Maximum  registered  at  one  time 247 

Average  daily  attendance 154 


Of  the  whole  number  instructed  during  the  year  we  have  found: 
Incapable  of  intellectual  progress  under  or- 

dinary  methods 13  or  0 . 3+  per  cent. 

Having  average  ability 392  or  93  1-3  per  cent. 

Having  marked  natural  ability 15  or  0.35  per  cent. 


Of  the  seventy-three  inmates  received  during  the  year  there  were: 

Totally  illiterate 27  or  0.37per<;ent. 

Having  rudimentary  knowledge  of  reading, 

writing,  arithmetic 43  or  0 .  59  per  cent. 

Having  knowledge  of  all  common  English 

branches 3  or  0 .  44-  per  cent. 


Five  schoolrooms  are  in  regular  daily  session;  a  primary  and  an 
intermediate  room  in  the  prison;  also  a  primary  and  intermediate 
and  an  advanced  room  in  the  administration  building. 

Pupils  are  instructed  in  reading,  penmanship,  orthography,  Eng- 
lish grammar,  arithmetic,  political  and  physical  geography,  physi- 
ology. United  States  and  natural  history. 
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For  supplementary  reading  in  connection  with  reading  and  hie- 
tory  classes,  we  have  used  works  of  following  authors :  Louise  M. 
Alcott,  "Pansy;"  Mrs.  A.  D.  T.  Whitney,  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe, 
Pranjcis  Hodgson  Burnett,  Mary  Mapes  Dodge,  Tennyson^  Whittier, 
Longfellow  and  James  Whitcomb  Riley. 

We  are  following  in  the  different  rooms  the  course  of  study  pre- 
pared by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  Ih^  common 
schools  of  this  State;  two  examinations  have  ibeen  given  during 
the  year,  in  Decemiber  and  June^  respectively;  twenty-one  pupils 
were  promoted  from  the  fourth  to  fifth  grade;  twenty  from  the 
fifth  to  sixth  grade^  and  ten  to  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  work. 

With  few  exceptions  pupils  manifest  an  increasing  interest  in 
school  work,  and,  though  in  some  cases  advancement  ifi  very  slow, 
the  progress  made  by  the  majority  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

Sincerely  thanking  School  Commissioner  John  W.  Scott  for  ex- 
anunation  papers,  assistant  teachers  for  earnest  and  helpful  co- 
operation, the  superintendent  and  managers  for  kind  and  needful 
assistance,  I  respectfully  submit  the  eighth  annual  report.

At  the  close  of  the  year  1895  the  class  in  stenography  numfbered 
thirty^five,  moet  of  whom  have  been  allowed  to  disicantinue  further 
study,  having  been  capable  of  taking  long  dictations  in  shorthand, 
and  transcribing  same  neatly  and  accurately  on  the  typewriter. 

Within  the  year  just  past  the  class  numbered  forty,  the  majority 
having  shown  unfailing  interest  and  great  desire  to  prosper  in  their 
eif orts  to  become  good  stenographers. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the  girls  reported  last  year  as  being- 
conditionally  discharged  and  holding  positions  as  stenographers  and 
typewriters,  have  proved  satisfactory  to  their  employers^  and  their 
success  has  been  phenomenal,  demonstrating  the  truth  of  that  trite- 
eaying^  "  nothing  succeeds  like  success." 

In  presenting  this  my  foui^th  annual  report,  I  sincerely  and  most 
heartily  thank  our  superintendent^,  Mrs.  Sarah  Vincent  Coon,  alsa 
the  honoralble  board  of  managers,  for  their  generous  confidentie  and 
encouragement  during  the  past  year.

Report  of  Teacher  of  Domestic  Science. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Managers: 

I 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  a  report  of  the  cooking  school 
of  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Women. 

This  department  of  the  work  was  opened  March  19,  1895,  and 
ftfty-two  girls  have  received  instruction  since  that  time,  twenty- 
twx)  of  whom  are  members  of  the  present  class. 

The  plan  pursued  has  been  to  give  a  course  of  instruction  cover- 
ing a  term  of  three  to  four  months,  aud  including  all  the  branches 
of  cooking  that  may  be  required  in  the  average  family,  with  lessons 
in  serving  and  table-waiting. 

ThuB  far,  without  exception,  the  girls  have  done  pleasantly  and 
cheerfully  whatever  work  was  required  of  them  in  this  department, 
and  have  evidently  been  as  interested  in  each  day's  lesson  as'  their 
teacher  could  possibly  desire. 

A  certificate  is  given  to  each  girl  who  completes  the  course  satis- 
factorily, and  the  fact  that  many  of  the  twenty-five  holders  of  these 
certificates  have  secured  good  positions  outside,  has  seemed  to  act 
as  an  incentive  for  all  to  do  well  in  the  class.

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HOSPITAL. 

A  Bupervisor  of  the  hospital,  who,  under  the  advice  of  a  physi- 
eian,  has  immediate  charge  and  care  of  all  the  sick.  It  is  also  her 
duty  toTisit  once  daily,  the  prison  and  cottages,  in  order  personally 
to  attend  to  the  general  health  of  all  inmates.  Special  calls  receive 
prompt  attention. 

An  assisant  supervisor,  who  has  charge  of  the  housekeeping  an<f 
assists  in  the  work  required. 

PRISON. 

A  supervisor  of  prison,  who  has  the  management  of  the  prison 
under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent.  She  discharges  all  the 
duties  attendant  upon  such  an  office  and  is  responsible  for  the  cus- 
tody,  demeanor  and  diligence  of  the  prison  inmates. 

There  are  eight  assistant  tsupervisors  (one  a  night  watch)  who 
aid  in  this  work. 

Two  assistant  supervisors,  who  insect  the  inmates  in  the  com- 

mon  English  branches. 

COTTAGES. 

Each  cottage  has  two  officers. 

A  supervisor  who  ^,ias  the  entire  charge^  enforcing  all  the  rules, 
and  who  is  responsible  for  its  good  order;  one  assistant  supervisor, 
who  conducts  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the  cottage. 

A  supervisor  is  employed  one  day  in  the  week  in  each  cottage  in 
order  that  there  may  always  be  two  officens  on  duty. 

STEWARD. 

The  steward  purchases  and  has  charge  of  all  supplies.  These 
are  kept  in  the  storehouse  and  on  requisition  are  distributed  to  the 
various  buildings.  He  also  keeps  the  accounts  of  the  institution, 
employs  and  has  charge  of  engineers,  watchmen  and  laborers. 


Laws  Relating  to  the  House  of  Refuge  for 

Women. 


Section  7  of  chapter  187  of  the  Laws  of  1881,  as  amended  by 
chapter  704  of  the  Laws  of  1892,  reads  as  follows: 

§  7.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  'board  of  managers  of  said  house 
oi  refuge  to  furnish  the  several  county  clerks  of  the  counties  of 
this  State  with  suitable  blanks  for  the  commitment  of  women  to 
said  house  of  refuge.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  county 
clerks,  immediately  on  receiving  such  blanks,  to  notify  the  several 
jufitices  of  the  peace,  police  justices^  and  police  magistrates,  and 
other  magistrates  and  courts  of  their  respective  counties  that 
they  have  such  blanks. 

Section  8,  as  amended  by  chapter  704  of  the  Laws  of  1892,  reads 
as  follows: 

§  8.  When,  and  as  soon  as  said  'house  of  refuge  shall  be  ready 
for  the  reception  of  inmates,  and  all  the  requirements  of  section 
seven  of  this  act  shall  have  been  complied  with,  all  justices  of  the 
peace,  jmlice  ju^ices  and  police  magistrates  and  other  magistrates 
and  courts,  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  any  laws  heretofoi'e 
enacted  to  the  contrary  thereof  notwithstanding,  may  sentence 
amjd  commit  to  the  Hou«e  oif  Reifug^  for  Women  at  Hudison,  New 
York,  for  a  term  of  five  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  therefrom 
by  the  board  of  managers  thereof,  any  female  between  the  ages 
of  twelve  and  twenty-five  years,  who  shall  have  been  convicted 
by  such  jutsftdkae,  or  in  such  oouirlts,  of  pefciit  laircieny,  hiaibituail  dTunk- 
enlneiss,  oif  bea'ng  a  connnon  proi^tDtulte,  of  frequenlfcing  disorderly

Each  yearn  exjjerieBce  only  emphasizes  the  necessity  for  the 
erection  of  a  nursery  cottage  for  the  proper  care  and  custody 
of  the  large  number  of  infants  und  their  mothers  who  are  now 
amon^  our  iuniates.  and  for  those  who.  in  all  probability,  will 
succeed  them.  In  addition  to  the  nursery  cottage,  we  need  at 
leai«t  two  more  cottages^,  each  capable  of  accommodating  thirty 
inmaten.  Th<*  four  cottages  now  in  use  should  have  at  once  an 
assembly-room  \ihere  work  and  study  could  be  jjerformed.  At 
I>resent,  the  only  places  for  .such  use  ai'e  the  hallways,  all  too 
fsmall  for  that  purpose. 

The  superintendent,  in  her  report,  calls  attention  to  the  impera- 
tive iiectfssity  for  a  new  chapel,  and  this  ix-commendation  we 
desire  to  eiii]iha.«^ize. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  during  the  year  is  277.  and  on 
Keptember  thirtieth  last  there  were  288  in  the  institution.  Dur- 
ing the  year  sixty-two  were  conditionally  discharged  by  the  board. 

It  has  b«'n  the  object  of  the  management  to  so  train  and  edu- 
cate the  iunjates  that  when  sent  out  they  would  be  fully  capable 
of  earning  a  gooil  sujijiort.  In  this  we  have  been  somewhat 
retarded  by  reason  of  our  inadequate  appropriation,  not  being  able 
to  employ  the  instructors  necessary  to  accomplish  this  end. 

The  institution  will  always  fall  short  of  its  perfect  work  until 
it  can  conditionally  discharge  each  inmate  fully  competent  to 
earn  her  own  living  in  that  form  of  industry  for  which  she  is  best 
fitted,  thus  making  her  entirely  independent  and  without  any 
excuse  for  returning  to  her  old  manner  of  life.

Four  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year.  One  adult 
died  of  puerperal  septicaemia,  another  of  phthisis  pulmonalis; 
one  infant  died  of  convulsions,  another  died  a  few  days  after 
bii*th  of  mal-development  of  the  heart 

There  were  seven  infants  born  in  the  institution  during  the 
past  year. 

No  epidemic  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  has  prevailed. 

During  the  summer  several  cases  of  measles  occurred,  but  by  the 
strictest  quarantine,  as  soon  as  each  case  appeared,  we  were 
enabled  to  stamp  out  the  disease  before  it  had  spreail  to  the  prison 
and  cottages.  Had  such  an  unfortimate  occurrence  happened, 
it  would  have  been  necessary  to  treat  the  patients  in  the  prison  or 
cottages  where  the  disease  developed,  as  tllt^  hospital  at  that  time 
was  overcrowded,  it  being  used  as  a  nursery  for  all  the  inmates 
with  nursing  infants.  This  condition  of  affairs  ought  sti*ongly  to 
suggest  the  provision  of  a  suitable  nursery,  separate  from  the  hospi- 
tal, where  the  mothers  and  infants  can  be  transferred  as  soon 
as  lliey  could  leave  the  hospital  in  safety,  and  the  removal  of  the 
cmildren  from  the  hospital  wards  would  decidedly  lessen  much  of 
the  noise  and  confusion  that  has  hei-etofore  existed. 
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Through  the  unceasing  and  thiorough  labors  of  Mrs.  Patton, 
matron  of  the  hospital,  many  of  the  local  affections  and  simple 
diseases  of  the  inmates  have  been  successfully  treated,  thus 
obviating  the  necessity  of  calling  the  consulting  physician. 

I  am  glad  to  acknowledge  the  cordial  co-operation  and  efficient 
aid  given  me  by  the  supeiintendent  and  mati-ons  of  the  institu- 
tion, as  their  stivnous  efforts  and  sympathy  have  been  of  much 
value. 

In  concluding  this,  my  fifth  annual  report,  pennit  me  to  thank 

your  board  for  the  continued  manifestations  of  confidence.

Course  of  Discipline. 

The  course  of  discipline  is  briefly  as  follows:  Every  girl  on  her 
arrival  is  received  at  the  prison  by  the  superintendent,  w^ho  takes 
her  record.  Then  she  is  given  a  bath,  fitted  out  with  prO'i)er 
clothing,  and  assigned  a  place  in  the  second  division.  From  liere 
she  may  be  promoted  or  reduced  according  to  her  behavior. 

While  in  the  prison  she  is  strictly  watched  and  her  conduct 
carefully  noted. 

After  two  months  in  the  prison  (the  minimum  time  upon  which 
she  can  be  promoted),  she  will  be  transferred  according  to  her 
record,  to  a  cottage  where  the  idea  of  family  and  home  life  is 
carried  out  as  far  as  possible.  She  has  now  the  advantages  of 
the  school  and  work  rooms  in  the  main  building. 

She  is  not  locked  in  her  room  except  at  night,  although  she 
may  not  leave  her  corridor,  for  any  purpose,  without  permission. 
She  is  also  obliged  to  keep  her  own  room  at  certain  times  for 
study  and  reflection.  At  other  times  talking  pleasantly  in  a  sub- 
dued tone  is  allowed.  All  conversation,  however,  is  done  in  the 
open  corridor  and  not  in  inmates'  rooms.  Thus  the  girls  are 
always  under  the  eye  of  a  supervisor,  who  checks  all  boisterous- 
ness  or  tendency  to  misbehave. 

A  part  of  the  evening  is  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  lessons 
for  the  next  day,  and  the  rest  is  given  up  to  some  pleasant  relaxa- 
tion. Often  an  appropriate  reading  or  some  interesting  oral 
instruction  from  the  supervisor  furnished  the  girls  entertainment 
while  they  sew  or  knit. 

This  plan  of  the  cottage  system  promotes  comfort,  health  and 
happiness. 
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Cottatjes. 

Promotions  are  made  upon  a  system  of  comparative  standing. 

There  are  four  cottages  and  twenty-seven  girls  in  each. 

In  the  cottages,  marks  are  not  only  the  condition  of  promotion 
or  reduction;  they  are  also  relied  upon  as  sufficient  for  all  ordi- 
nary purposes  of  discipline. 

The  super\isor  of  each  cottage  keeps  a  daily  record  of  the 
demeanor  and  industry  of  every  girl  in  her  cottage.  The  girls  are 
marked  according  to  their  merits. 

Unquestioning  obedience  is  enforced,  and  the  girls  are  expected 
to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  rules  and  unwritten  laws  of  the 
institution. 

The  girls  are  urged  to  report  themselves  whenever  they  have 
broken  any  rule  and  have  not  been  detected.  Thus  many  small 
faults  are  corrected  in  a  way  which  a  girl  remembers  without 
seriously  impairing  her  record. 

It  is  only  offenses  involving  disobedience,  untruthfulness,  etc., 
which  lowers  her  record  of  marks  sufficiently  to  reduce  her  in 
grade. 

Education. 

The  branches  of  education  taught  are  spelling,  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  civil  and  physical  geography,  English  grammar,  hist- 
ory, drawing,  stenography  and  typewriting. 

There  are  three  grades:  l^rimary,  intennediate  and  advanced. 
School  sessions  are  held  morning  and  afternoon,  except  on 
Saturday. 

The  girls  in  the  s(*hool  are  instructed  in  calisthenics,  military 
drill  and  fancy  marching  twice  a  week. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  private  instruction  of  inmates  who 
have  completed  this  course  satisfactorily,  and  who  for  any  other 
reason  are  detained  in  the  institution. 

Begular  examinations  are  held,  and  a  record  of  sc^venty-live 
per  cent  in  each  branch  is  n(»cc^sary  for  advancement. 

A  strict  school  record  of  deportment  and  studies  is  kept  for 
comparison  with  other  records  in  recommendation  for  release. 
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tenced  and  committed  at  any  time  prior  to  the  expiratioii  of  said 
five  years,  and  to  cause  the  rearrest  in  any  county  of  this  state^ 
and  return  to  said  house  of  refuge,  of  any  person  who  may  have 
escaped  tliert^froju,  or  has  been  conditionally  discharged  there- 
from, as  herein  jjrovided,  and  in  any  case  of  such  rearrest  and 
return  to  detain  her  as  aforesaid  from  the  time  of  such  retm^ 
for  a  time  equal  to  the  unexpired  portion  of  her  term,  at  the  time 
of  the  said  escape  or  conditional  discharge. 

Subdivision  2.  In  any  case  of  the  escape  of  an  inmate  from  said 
house  of  refuge  any  person  duly  employed  by  said  board  of 
managers  to  convey  to  said  house  of  refuge  women  committed 
thereto,  shall  have  power  to  arrest  such  escaped  inmate  in  any 
county  in  this  state  without  a  warrant  and  forthwith  to  convey 
her  to  said  house  of  refuge,  and  any  magistrate  shall  have 
power  to  cause  any  such  escaped  inmate  to  be  arrested  and  held 
in  custody  until  she  can  be  removed  to  said  house  of  refuge  as  in 
case  of  her  fii'st  commitment  thereto. 

Subdivision  3.  Any  person  ha^ing  been  conditionally  dis- 
charged from  said  house  of  refuge  may  be  arrested  and  returned 
thereto  upon  a  warrant  signed  by  the  i)resident  and  attested  by 
the  secretarj'-  of  said  board,  wliicli  warrant  shall  briefly  state  the 
reasons  for  such  arrest  and  retui'n,  and  shall  be  directed  and 
delivered  to  any  pei-son  employed  by  said  board  of  mana;^ers  to 
convey  to  said  hoiLse  of  refuge  jK?rsons  committed  thereto,  and 
when  so  signed,  attested  and  delivered,  may  be  executed  by  such 
person  in  any  county  in  this  state. 

Section  9  reads  as  follows: 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  justice  of  the  peace,  police 
justice  or  other  magistrate  or  court,  committing  any  woman 
under  authority  given  by  this  act,  immediately  to  notify  the 
superintendent  of  said  house  of  refuge  of  such  conviction  and  to 
cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  name,  age,  birth  place,  occupa- 
tion, previous  commitinents,  if  any,  and  for  what  offenses,  and 
last  place  of  residence,  of  all  women  so  committed  by  them, 
together  with  the  particulars  of  the  offense  charged.  A  copy  of 
said  record  shall  be  transmitted  with  the  warrant  of  commitment 
to  the  superintendent  of  said  house  of  refuge,  who  shall  enter  and 
keep  in  a  book  of  records  all  these  facts. 
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Siibflivision  2.  The  board  of  iiianagoi*s  of  siiid  house  of  refuge 
shall  liavo  iW  iM)wor,  in  their  discr(?tion,  to  furnish  each  person 
cliHchnr;r<Ml  from  said  house  of  refuge  with  clothes  and  money  to 
ihe  saiiK*  iinionnt  and  extent  as  is  pnjvided  for  discharged  con- 
viels,  by  seclion  .'i  of  chapter  451.  of  the  laws  of  1874.  The  expense 
thereof  to  be  jKiid  out  of  any  moneys  appro] ^nat^Kl  for  the  main- 
teiiaiice  of  said  house  of  refuge. 

Sub(ii>ision  ."».  In  case  anv  woman  commit'((*d  to  said  house  of

rcfugr  si  I  a  II,  at  (li(»  time  of  such  commitment,  be  the  mother  of 
:i  nmsiiijr  cliild  in  Iut  cai(\  un(l(»r  1  y(*ar  of  age,  or  be  ])Pegnaiit 
w'illi  cliild,  \vlii<ii  shall  be  born  after  such  Ji-ommitment,  such 
rhild  may  ;i(<"onii)j\ny  its  molluM*  to,  and  remain  in  said  house  of 
H'fuge  until  such  tinu^  as  in  lh(*  opinion  of  said  board  of  managers 
surh  <*hild  can  j»i'0|)(M*ly  b(»  removed  then^from,  and  suit^iibly  pro- 
vided for  <*Is<'\\h(M(»;  and  said  Inwird  of  managers  shall,  in  their 
discr<*tion,  hav(»  pow(»r  to  cause  such  child  or  children  to  be  placed 
in  jiny  asylum  for  children  in  this  state  and  to  i)ay  for  the  care 
and  maintennnce  of  such  child  or  children  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed 
two  dollars  and  a  half  a  wer^k,  until  the  mother*  of  such  child 
or  children  shall  luiv(»  be<»n  discharged  as  hereinbefore  pro\ided 
for,  or  lo  commit  such  child  or  childn^n  to  the  care  and  custody 
.)f  som<^  relative  or  pmiKT  ])erson  willing  to  assume  such  cai*e. 
And  in  case  such  wonmn  at  the  tune  of  such  c<mnnitnient  shall 
be  lh(»  mo1h(M*  of  and  hav(»  under  her  exclusive  care,  a  child  or 
childnMi,  more  than  1  y(»ar  of  age,  and  which  might  othei'wise 
be  left  without  proper  care  or  guardianshii),  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  (rourt,  or  magistrate,  so  (jonunitting  said  woman  to  cause 
Kuch  chihl  or  childrc^n  to  b(^  ccunmitted  to  such  asvluni  as  may 
b(?  providfMl  by  law  for  such  purjjose,  or  to  the  care  and  custody 
of  some  i*(»lativ(*  or  ]>ro])er  p.  rson  willing  to  assume  such  care. 

RtMrt.ion  11  rciids  as  folloANs: 

S  11.  The  boani  of  managers  shall  employ  and  are  hereby 
authoriziHl  ixy  emjdoy  suitabh*  persons  to  be  known  as  marshals 
of  the  house  of  refuge  for  vvomen,  to  convey  from  the  place  of 
conviotion  to   the  said  house  of  refuge  all  women  eomndtted 
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thereto,  and  said  persons  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  of 
depnty  sheriffs. 

Section  12  reads  as  follows: 

§  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  managers  appointed  in 
accordance  with  section  two  of  said  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
el^ty-one,  to  decide  upon  the  means  and  kind  of  employment 
and  instruction  m  the  ordinary  English  bnuuhes  and,  in  tlie  dis- 
cretion of  the  said  board  of  managei*s,  in  typewriting  and  steno- 
graphy for  the  women  committed  to  said  house  of  refuge,  and  to 
provide  for  their  necessiiry  cuKlo^cly  and  suiK^rintendence;  and  the 
provisions  for  tlie  sjife-kei^xung  and  (Mni)h>ym(»nt  of  such  wom€^ 
shall  be  made  with  regard  to  tln^  fonnati(m  of  habits  of  self  suj)- 
porting  industry  in  siu-h  women,  and  to  their  ment^il  and  moral 
impi'ovement;  and  for  the  i)uii)ose  of  this  act.  to  secure  the  safe- 
keeping, obedience*  and  g(K)d  onh^r  of  the  women  committed 
under  this  act,  the  su[)erintend(*nt  of  sjiid  liousi*  of  n^fuge  is 
heivby  given,  and  is  nMiuirtMl  to  (»xcrcise,  in  regard  to  wonn^n 
committed  to  said  house  of  refug(\  the  same  iM)wcrs  as  jail- 
keepei*s  and  constables  have  in  regard  to  iK^rscms  committed  or 
held  in  custody  of  s^iid  ofticers. 

Section  3  of  chajiter  17  of  the  Laws  of  1S87,  reads  as  follows: 

§  3.  Nothing  luMvin  contained  shall  interfen*  with  tlu»  right  of 
freedom  of  worship  of  any  imnate  confined  within  said  institution, 
as  provided  by  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  York.

In  conformity  with  the  law,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the

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cottage,  with  a  capacity  of  twenty-one,  also  a  large  cliapel  build- 
ing to  be  used  for  religious  services,  the  basement  story  serving  as 
a  gyiunasiuiu.  All  these  buildin^^s  ait?  now  in  course  of  construc- 
tion and  we  expect,  within  ihe  next  six  weeks,  will  be  completed. 

The  occupancy  of  the  thi*ee  cottages  above  referred  to  gives  us 
teniix)rary  relief  by  taking  from  the  prison  the  suiplus  population. 

It  is  ihe  judgment  of  the  l>oard  of  manager  that  this  institution 
can  be  more  economically  administered  for  the  State  as  well  as 
more  advantageously  administered  for  the  inmates  by  increasing 
the  institution,  which  would  materially  decrease  the  expense  per 
capita. 

Vs^  w^ould,  therefore,  recommend  the  building  of  two  more  c<Tt- 
tages,  which  would  still  further  relieve  the  yet  crowded  condition 
of  the  prison;  would  allow  the  inmates  the  privileges  and  benefits 
to  \N'hich  they  are  entitled  and  merit,  and  would  reduce  the  mini- 
mum length  of  time  which  they  are  i*equired  to  remain  fa  the 
prison,  thereby  mateiially  advancing  their  chances  for  progress. 
Thus  the  sole  objeci  for  which  the  institution  was  designjed,  to 
wit,  the  speedy  refoiiiiation  of  the  inmates,  would  be  greatly 
advanced  by  giving  us  thc^e  additional  cottagcns. 

Undei*  section  12,  chapter  740,  Laws  of  1892;  it  the  duty  of 
the  boai'd  of  managers  to  decide  upon  the  means  and  kinds  of 
employment  and  the  instruction  in  the  ordinary  branches  of  edu- 
cation; also  to  provide  for  the  necessary  custody  of  the  women 
committed  to  the  house  of  refuge,  its  superintendence,  etc.    . 

It  is  tlie  judgment  of  Ihe  board  of  umnagers  that  considerable 
time  shoidd  be  given  to  s'tudy,  tlius  allowing  the  inmates  to 
improve  themselves,  a  great  number  of  them  being  illiterate; 
this  in  compliance  with  that  portion  of  the  law  which  requirea 
that  they  receive  instruction  in  the  ordinary  English  bi*anches  of 
education. 

The  board  has  given  tlie  matter  its  careful  consideration,  and 
has  concluded  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  the 
work  of  reformation;  and  that  by  giving  these  girls  an  ordinary 
English  education  we  feel  that  we  are  opening  up  for  them  a 
new  futm*e  and  giving  them  such  opportunitiefii  as  they  never 
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before  enjoyed.  We  find  on  their  leaving  the  institution,  that,  the 
benefits  derived  from  this  source  are  greater  than  those  froni  any 
other. 

A  great  number  of  the  inmates  have  become  proficient  in  ^ete- 
nograpihy  and  type^Titing,  and  sevenilare  ocMupytng  good  peti- 
tions to  day,  and  it  is  the  aim  and  desire  of  the  bo«ard,  as  fast  as 
these  girls  become  profieient  in  tiiis  particular  study,  to  secuiv 
for  th.em  good  positions.  The  girls  who  are  able  and  competent 
to  fill  such,  positions  may  command  and  secui^  much  larger  sala- 
ries* than  th^y  couid  obtain  in  following  any  other  vocation. 

As  to  the  question  of  employment,  it  has  been  the  most  difficult 
matter  which  the  board  has  had  to  contend  with.  It  has  been 
found  im.possible  with  the  number  of  inmates  we  have  had,  except 
at  great  expense,*  to  comply  with  this  requii-ement;  and  from  a 
careful  consideration  of  the  matter,  thait  it  can  be  done  only  whei"e 
there  ip  a  large  number,  so  that  the  cost  pei*  capita  would  be  mate- 
rially reduced. 

Objection^  ihave  been  raised  in  some  quartere  to  having  more 
than  250  inmates  in  any  institution  of  this  kind,  but  we  find 
since  we  have  had  a  larger  number  that  ibetter  results*  have  been 
accomplished  than  would  otherwise  have  been  had  our  number 
been  le^  and  with  more  satisfaction  to  the  management,  gi'earter 
economy  to  the  State  and  more  liberal  chances  to  the  inmates. 

Kow  that  our  institution  has  become  much  larger,  we  feel  that 
it  would  be  a  great  saving  to  the  State  could  we  have  an  appit)t- 
priation  for  a  workshop,  whei-ein  iomates  of  the  institution  may 
be  employed  for  part  of  the  day;  thei*eby  being  able  to  earn  in 
the  aggregate  such  a  revenue  for  the  State  as  would  amply  remu- 
nieirate  for  this  increased  outlay. 

The  ^ystem  of  lighting  has  been  very  expensive  to  the  institu- 
tion and  for  the  past  year  decidedly  unsatisfactory;  a  nmnber 
of  the  buUdings  duiing  the  year*,  at  different  times,  having  been 
without  light.  We,  therefore  consider  it  would  be  a  matter  of 
great  economy  to  the  State  were  we  to  have  and  conta-ol  an  elec- 
tric plant  of  oui-  own;  and  would  respectfully  urge  an  appropria- 
tion for  this  object. 

[Senate,  No.  78.]  2 
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The  three  new  cottageB  above  referiied  to  contain  asdeinibly- 
rooms;  and  upon  a  i-ecent  visit  of  tlie  State  Board  of  Ohai-ities, 
tliey  advised  the  building  of  an  assenibly-ixKNui  in  addition  to  eadh 
of  the  four  old  cottoi^^H;  with  whiHi  Kujj^^^estion  we  most,  heai'tily 
<'(wicur;  and  would  (jamestly  reconnnend  an  apii>r()|>riation  for  tiiat 
purpose. 

The  building  of  tlie  additional  (!o»t  tages  takes  from  tlie  prison 
100  or  more  inmat(^,  who  .mui*t  iie  pio\i(l(Nl  with  school  i\>oiu.  In 
the  limited  quarters  wliieh  we  now  oe<upy,  we  have  Ix^n  v^ei*y 
mufh  cr<>vvdi*d  by  those  from  foi-mer  cottager;  and  with  this  litrge 
additioai,  we  will  be  (tompelled  to  take  our  old  chapcd  ix)om.  In 
order  to  uiiike  Lhat  suitaWe  for  wohool  pur^K)St-s,  it  will  bi**  neces- 
sary (o  fuminh  rfsehool  furnituiv,  whicli  will  require  an  outlay  of 

1500. 

AMien  our  new  (^i'X)el  is  completed,  we  will  need  a  new  pipt^ 

oi'gan,  and  we  would  n^pe-citfully  ri:"(iueHt.  that  an  appi^opriation 

be  made  of  seven  hundi'(»d  ($700)  dollars  for  that  purp(xse. 

It  ha«  been  the  object  of  the  managenunit  to  administer  aitfjiii-s 
of  the  institution  in  the  most  (Hxmomieail  and  pjiinstaking  man- 
npr.  We  have  inaugurated  within  the  pfist  year  a  seiif^  of  pas^ 
boolis,  requii'ing  each  building  to  have  a  record  kept  of  ejieh  article 
used  theiH:^iu,  wit.h  the  prices  of  eaich  articU*,  and  a  statement 
i^poi-ted  to  the  boai-d  eaeh  month.  This  ha«s  proved  sucH.*e«sful 
and  the  cojst  per  capita  lessened. 

While  we  have  been  comi>ell(Ml  to  have  additional  help^  and 
have  been  subjected  to  iuci^eased  exiH^nse  during  the  tuue  of  thje 

m 

building,  etc.,  for  the  last  year  the  expense  for  maintenance  has 
been  one  dollar  and  (aghty-four  cents,  four  mills  ($1,844-10)  jjer 
week  per  capita.  This  experience  only  s(»rves  to  emphiisize  to  us 
the  necessity  of  enlarging  the  cajjiacity  of  this  institution,  an>  as 
to  place  it  under  the  charge  of  one*  gi^nc^ral  managements  et-c. 

Imnates  ai-e  all  dividend  into  fiunilies,  (\icli  cottage  Imving  a  cer- 
tain numbei*;  officered  by  a  matix)!!  aJid  an  assistant  mati-on,  and 
are  as  distinct  as  thoug-^h  they  wei<*  in  s<*[Kira;t(^  institutions,  but 
under  one  geneiul  supervision. 

Th<»  general  tre<atinent.  inniatej=i  rc^ceivc  is  as  follows:  WSijen 
Ihey  arrive  at  the  ins-titution  they  aiv  placed  in  the  piuson,  and 
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The  board  Ave  found  one  of  the  ^^ealeet  obwtiaolet<  to  tko 
i^oiiniattion  of  those  woaiieu  who  a-re  (KH  jnu'ole,  ii)  be  the  iiidv^aai- 
tiigie  taken  of  tlieir  weakness  and  unpi*otected  condition  by  efvil 
dispowed  men,  several  caHee  having  occurred  whei^by  in  conse- 
quence of  the  illicit  intercourse  induct  by  such  nieai,  the  inniate^ 
liave  been  retiurned  to  the  institution,  with  the  chancer  of  tlieir 
i-efoiiuatnon  g'reatly  diniiniiihed  iuid  with  no  ik)iw(*i'  to  ])unb4L  the 
offending  man.  We  would  eai'mestly  recommend  th(*  (^nactiuent 
of  a  statutie  which  will  suitably  punish  all  otfemsi:*;  of  that  char- 
acter, which  so  seriously  impair  the  iisefulnetss  of  tlLe  institution.

Thirteen  infants  were  bom  in  the  insitilution  during  the  year; 
of  these  two  were  premature  births,  and  one  was  still-bom. 

Veiy  many  patit^nts  with  sini]>le  c-omplainls,  local  and  constitu- 
tional, are  Oiii-efully  cared  for  by  the  matfou  of  the  hospital,  Mrs. 
Tatton,  a  ti^ined  nurse  of  many  yeare'  exj)erience,  and  who  is 
des^H*ving  of  the  highest  praise  for  the  faithful  and  conscientious 
perfoimianee  of  her  duties. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  infe-c^tious  or  conta^ous  disease, 
and  the  past  year  has  been  a  remarkably  hi^ilthy  one. 

T^e  removal  of  the  ehildnm  fi*om  the  hoeipital  ward  has  decnd- 
edlv  lessened  much  of  the  noise  and  confusion  that  has  heretofonv 
existed. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  return  thanks  to  th(^  honorable  board  of 
manager's,  the  superintendent  ,  and  otiier  officers,  for  their  heaii-ty 
support  given  in  the  discharge  of  my  dutie^

Titles  and  Duties  of  Officers. 

Main   bnilding. 

Matron  of  main  building:,  who  has  the  general  mipervMo-n  of  thfi 
hoiiseJ%eei)in«!:,  (>ixiei*s,  saipplie**,  and  dispenBes  them  to  the  hoepitaJ, 
prit?»)n  and  cotta^^ii  a«  required.    ' 

Assistant  matron,  who  has  charge  of  the  cooking  and  laundry 
iind  assists  in  the  work  required. 

Assistant  matron,  who  lias  charge  of  all  the  cloiliiiig  and 
iiistnicts  the  inmates  in  plain  sewing  and  dressmaking. 

Kookkeeper,  who  keeps  the  books  and  attends  to  tie  general 
correspondence.  ' 

Education, 

General  teacher,  who  instructs  all  girls  in  the  main  building 
and  cottages  in  the  common  English  branches,  in  calisitlieiiies 
and  physical  culture. 

Assistant  matron,  who  has  charge  of  the  primary  departmeoit 
and  assists  in  the  work  I'equired. 

Stenofjraphy . 
Assistant  matron,  who  teaches  stenography  and  typewriting. 

TIosjdtaL 

INfatron  of  hospital,  who,  undei'  the  advice  of  a  physician^  has 
immediate  charge  and  care  of  all  the  sick.  [1  is  also  her  dutg^ 
tit  visit  on(»e  daily  ihi^  prisiAi  and  cottages  in  order  personally;  to 
attend  to  the  general  health  of  all  inmates.  Special  caUs  recelye 
prompt  attention. 

Assistant  matron,  who  has  charge  of  the  housekeeping  and 
assists  in  the  work  as  required. 
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Prison. 

Matiioln  of  prijBon,  who  has  the  manaigeaiient  of  the  prison  uiuier 
the  dipeotiiofn!  of  the  sfuperintendeiit.  She  discharges  all  the  diTtieiSi 
attendlaiuts  upon  such  an  office  and  is  responsible  for  the  custody, 
denieiinor  and  diligence  of  the  prison  inmates. 

There  are  six  assistant  maitrons  (  onei  a  nighJtl  watch)  who  aid 
in  this  w!o(rk. 

Assistant  matron,  who  instructs  all  the  inmates  in  itihe  coupmon 
English  branches  of  education.  ^ 

Cottages. 

Each  cottage-  hafl  two  officers. 

A  8ui)ervisor,  who  has  >tlhe  entire  charge,  enforcing  all  the  rules, 
and  who  is  responsible  for  its  good  order. 

Asfflstant  superrisoir,  who  has  charge  of  the  kitchen  and  laundry 
depairtments  and  otherwise  assisltls  in  the  work  as  required. 

Steward. 

The  steward,  who  purchases  all  supplies  and  keeps  the  accounts 
for  the  institution;  he  also  employs  and  oversees  engineei's,  watch- 
men and  sitlablemen. 

Duties  of  Employes. 

There  are  three  watchmen,  one  being  on  duty  during  the  day 
and  two  at  night.  They  attend  to  the  gait^  and  perform  any 
other  service  the  sux)erintendent  or*  ^ieward  may  require. 

'Pb.ere  are  two  engineers,  who  are  on'  duty  in  the  steam  boilen- 
hoase  altemately  day  and  night  during  (tlhe  winter  months.

Course  of  Discipline. 

The  couTOe  of  discipline  is  briefly  as  follows:  Ereri'  girl  on  her 
arrival  is  r(»ceiv(>d  at  the  prison  by  the  sui)erintendent,  who  takes 
livr  i*ecord.  Tli(»n  sihe  is  given  a  batih,  fitltted  out  with  propei*  cloth- 
ing, and  assigned  a  place  in  the  second  division.  From  here  rfie 
may  be  promoted  or  reduced  according  to  her  behavior. 

W^hiJe  in  the  pi-ison  she  is  strictly  watched  and  her  conduct 
ftarefully  no^led. 

After  two  months  in  the  prison  (the  minimmn  time  upon  whidi 
she  can  be  x>romoted),  she  will  be  ti'ansifei'red  according  to  her 
r(M5ord,  to  a  coittage,  where  the  idea  of  family  and  home  life  i»  CHa^ 
ri(xl  ont  as  far  as  possible.  She  has  now  the  advantage  of  the 
.school  and  work-rooms  in  the  main  building. 

Slie  is  not  locked  in  her  room  except  at  night,  alithough  she  may 
not  Unive  her  corridor,  for  any  purix)SK*,  without  peraiissLon.  ^e 
is  also  obliged  to  keep  her  own  room  at  certain  >time8  for  study 
and  reflection.  At  other  times  talking  pleasantly  in  a  subdued 
tone  is  allowed.  All  convereaition,  however,  is  done  in  the  open 
<r<irridor  and  not  in  inmates'  rooms.  Thus  the  girls  are  always 
under  the  eye  of  a  sui)enisor,  who  checks  all  boisterousneas  or 
tendency  to  misbehave. 

A  jjart  of  the  evening  is  devoited  to  tlie  pi'ei)ai'atiou  of  leasons 
for  t;he  next  day,  luid  the  I'est  is  given  up  to  some  pleasant  reiaxar 
tion.  Often  an  ai)ii«x)i|>nalte  readtfng  on*  some  int^riesting  oral 
instruction  from  the  suix^rvb^oi'  funiishk^  thei  girls  entertainment 
while  they  sew  or  knit, 

Tliis  plan  of  the  cottage  system  pro-moles  comfort,  health  and 
happiness.. 
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Promotioom  are  mcule  uiK>n  a  system  of  comparative  standing. 
There  are.  four  cottages  and  twenty-seven  girls  in  each. 


Cottages. 

In  the  cottages,  marks  are  not  only  the  condition  of  promotion 
or  redaction;  they  ai^  also  peliied  upon  as  sufficient  for  all  ordinairy 
p(uxpo0ej9  of  discipline. 

The  supervisor  of  each  cottage  keeps  a  daily  record  of  the 
demeanor  and  industry  of  every  girl  in  her  cottage.  The  girls 
are  matrked  aecording  to  their  merits. 

Unqueationiiig  obedience  is  enfowed,  and  the  girls  ai-e  expected 
to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  rules  and  unwritten  laws  of  the 
Iniptdtution. 

The  girls  aire  urged  to  report  theonsielves  whenever  they  have 
broken  any  rule  and  have  not  been' detected.  Thus  many  smajl 
faults  are  corrected  in  a  way  which  a  girl  rememibei's  without 
seriously  impaixdng  her  record. 

It  is  only  offenses  involving  disobedience,  untruthfulne^,  etc., 
which  lowei*  her  record  of  mai'ks  sufficiently  to  reduce  her  in 
grade. 

Education. 

ThiB  branches  of  education  taught  aire  sj)elliag,  reading,  writing, 
aritjhmetic,  civil  and  physical  geography,  English  granmiar,  hi«- 
toiy,  drawing,  stenography  and  typewriting. 

ISiere  aire  three  gradep:  Piimary,  intermediate  and  advanced. 
Bchool  sessjiona  are  held  moiming  and  aftemoon,  except  on 
Saturday. 

T5ie  girls  in  the  pchool  aie  instiHictcd  in  calisthenics,  militaiy 
drill  and  fancy  maixjhiiig  twice  a  week. 

Ppovision  is  made  for  the  private  instiniction  of  imuates  w  ho 
have  completed  thip  coui'se  satisfactorily,  and  who  foa-  any  other 
j^eacKxn  are  detained  in  the  institution. 

Begular  examinations  are  held  and  a  iM^'-coi'd  of  seventy-live  per 
cent  in  each  branch  is  necessary  for  advancement 

A  strict  school  record  of  depoi'tment  and  studies  is  kept  for 
couipiairisoin  with  other  i-ecord^  in  i*ecommendation  for  i^ease. 
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Religious  Services. 

Daily  prayers  are  held  in  ea-ch.  building  maming  and  eyeniiig. 

Religious  services  are  held  in  ihe  chaped  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
conducted  by  clergymen  of  different  denominations  in  turn,  or,  in 
their  absence,  by  the  supeidntendent. 

Inmates  are  privileged,  when  occasion  or  emergency  requipes, 
to  see  a  pric^  or  clergyman  of  their  own  denomination. 

Lectures  and  concerts  have  been  given  from  time  to  time  for 
the  benefit  of  the  inmates,  and  an'angements  will  be  made  tx) 
continue  them  in  the  future. 
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Laws  Relating  to  the  House  of  Refuge  for  Women. 


Section  7  of  ciliapter  187  of  tlie  Laws  of  1881,  as  amended  by 
chapter  704  of  the  Laws  of  1892,  reads  as  foUows: 

§  7.  It  &hs^  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  manageris  of  said  houBe 
of  refuge,  to  furnish  the  severtil  county  clerks  of  the  counties  of 
this  Btate  with  suitable  blanks  for  the  commitment  of  women  to 
said  hoiuse  of  refuge.  It  shaU  be  'the  duty  of  the  several  county 
clerks,  immediateiy  on  receiving  such  blanks,  to  notify  the  several 
jnstioeB  of  the  -peace,  police  justices,  and  police  magistrates,  and 
Qither  magistrates  and  courts  of  their  respective  counties  that 
Ihey  have  such  blanks. 

Sectioii  8,  as  amended  by  ohapter  704  of  the  Laws  of  1892,  reads 
an  fcdlorws:  ^ 

§.  8.  When,  and  so  soon  as  said  house  of  refuge  shall  be  rea;dy 
fop  the  reception  of  inmates  and  all  the  requirements  of  section 
Eleven  of  ithis  act  shall  have  been  complied  with,  all  justices  of  the 
X>eace^  police  justices  and  police  magistrates  and  other  magis- 
trates and  courts,  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  any  laws  hereto- 
tore  enacted  tio  the  contrary  thereof  notwithstanding,  may  sen" 
'teoce  and  comimit  to  the  house  of  refuge  for  women  at  Hudson, 
ZMew  York,  for  a  term  of  five  years,  unless  sooner  discharged 
therefrom^  by  the  board  of  managers  thereof,  any  female  between 
the  ages  of  twelve  and  twenty-five  years,  who  shall  have  been 
oonvicted  by  such  justice,  or  in  such  courts  of  petit  larceny,  habitr 
ual  drunkeniieiss,  of  being  a  common  prostitute,  of  frequenting 
disoirdeirly  houses  or  houses  of  prostitution,  or  of  any  misdemeanoi*, 
and  who  is  not  insane,  nor  mientally  or  physically  incfipable  of 
being  substantially  benefited  by  the  discipline  of  said  institution. 

Buibdivieion  1.  The  board  of  managers  of  said  house  of  refuge 
diall  have  power  itio  cause  to  be  detained  therein,  under  such 
proper  rules  and  regulatioins  as  said  board  shall  provide,  any 
female,  so  committed  thereto,  according  to  the  terms  of  said 
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Sectkm  7  of  diapter  187  of  the  Laws  of  1881,  as  amended  by 
chapter  704  of  the  Laws  of  1892,  reads  as  foUows: 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  managers  of  said  house 
of  i«fuge,  to  furnish  the  several  county  clerks  of  the  counties  of 
this  State  with  suitable  blanks  foi^  the  commitment  of  women  to 
said  house  of  refuge.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  several  county 
clerks,  immediately  on  receiving  such  blanks,  to  notify  the  several 
justioes  of  the  peace,  police  justices,  and  police  magistnajtes,  and 
dther  magistrates  and  courts  of  thieip  respective  counties  tha/t 
tihey  have  such  blanks. 

SectLon  8,  as  amended  by  chapter  704  of  the  Laws  of  1892,  i^eads 
M  foUoiws:  ^ 

§.  8.  When,  and  so  soon  as  said  house  of  refuge  shall  be  reaxiy 
for  the  reception  of  inmates  and  all  the  requirements  of  section 
seven  of  fthis  act  shall  have  been  complied  with,  all  justices  of  the 
peace,  police  justices  and  police  magistrates  and  other  magist- 
trates  and  courts,  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  any  laws  hei*eto- 
fore  enacted  ttn  the  contrary  thereof  notwithstanding,  may  sen- 
tence and  commit  to  the  house  of  refuge  for  women  at  Hudson, 
New  York,  for  a  term  of  five  years,  unless  sooner  discharged 
therefrom  by  the  board  of  managers  thereof,  any  female  between 
the  ages  of  twelve  and  twenty-five  years,  who  shall  have  been 
oonvicted  by  such  justice,  or  in  such  courts  of  petit  larceny,  habiitr 
ual  drunkenness,  of  being  a  common  prostitute,  of  frequenting 
disorderly  houses  or  houses  of  prostitution,  or  of  any  misdemeanor, 
and  who  is  not  insane,  nor  mientally  or  physically  incapable  of 
being  substantiaUy  benefited  by  the  discipline  of  said  institution. 

Buibdivision  1.  The  board  of  managers  of  said  house  of  refuge 
aiiall  have  i)ower  'tlo  cause  to  be  detained  therein,  under  such 
proper  rules  and  regulations  as  said  board  shall  provide,  any 
iFemale,  so  committed  thereto,  according  to  the  terms  of  said 
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sentenoe  and  commitineiitf,  and  to  GanditionaUy  disoliarge  amy 
inmate  eo  Bentenoed  and  committed  at  ainy  time  prior  to  the 
expiraJtion  of  said  five  years,  and  to  cause  the  reeoreet  in  any 
county  of  this  State,  and  return  to  said  house  of  lefnge,  of  ainy 
pensofn  who  may  have  escaped  therefrotm,  or  has  been  coDditiofnally 
dischairged  therefrom,  as  herein  pixmded,  and  in  any  case  of  cmoh 
reaireBt  and  retfum,  to  detain  her  as  aforesaid  from  the  time  of 
such  return^  for  a  time  equal  to  the  unexpired  porllotti  of  her  term, 
at  the  time  of  i!he  said  escape  or  conditional  dischar^. 

Subdivision  2.  In  any  caae  of  the  escape  of  an  inmate  from  sold 
liouse  of  refuge  any  person  duly  employed  by  said  boaird  of 
managera  to  convey  to  said  house  of  refuge  women  committed 
thereto,  shall  have  power  to  arrest  such  escaped  inmate  in  any 
county;  in  this  state  without  a  warrant,  and  forthwith  to  comvey 
her  to  said  house  of  refuge,  and  any  magidttrate  shall  have  power 
to  cause  any  such  escaped  inmate  to  be  arrested  and  held  in 
custody  until  she  can  be  removed  to  said  house  of  refuge  ae  in 
case  of  her  first  commitmenrti  thereto.  ' 

Subdivision  3.  Any  person  having  been  conditionally  discharged 
from  said  house  of  refuge  may  be  arrested  and  returned  thereto, 
upon  a  warrant  signed  by  the  president  and  attested  by  the  secre- 
taiy  of  said  board,  which!  warrant  shall  briefly  state  the  reasons 
for  such  arrest  and  return,  and  shall  be  direOtted  and  delivered  to 
any  person  employed  by  said  board  of  managers  to  convey  to  said 
house  of  refuge  persons  conmiitted  thereto,  and  when  so  edgiied, 
attesitjed  and  delivered,  may  be  executed  by  such  person  in  any 
coimty  in  this  State.  ^ 

Section  9  reads  as  follows: 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  evei-y  ju«itic>e  of  the  peace,  police  ju»- 
tioe  or  other  magistrate  m'  (X)ui"t,  couiinitting  any  woman  under 
authority  given  by  this  act,  immediately  to  notify  the  superin- 
tendent of  said  house?  of  refuge  of  such  conviction  and  to  cause  a 
record  to  be  kept  of  the  name,  a^e,  birth-place,  occupation,  pire- 
vious  comniitiiienlts,  if  jiny,  and  for  A\hat  offenses,  and  last  {dace 
of  I'C'sidence,  of  all  women  so  coniinitted  by  them,  together  with  the 
])articulars  of  the  offense  charged.  A  copy  of  said  record  shall  be 
tranfcnnitted  with  the  waiiunt  of  commitment   to   the   superin- 
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tendent  o;f  said  house  of  refuge,  who  shall  enter  and  keep  in  a 
book  of  records  all  these  facts. 

Section  10,  as  amended  by  chapter  704  of  the  Laws  of  1892, 
reads  as  follows: 

§  10.  Any  court  or  magistrate  authorized  to  commit  any  female 
to  said  house  of  refuge  shall,  before  so  committing  her,  inquire  into 
and  for  the  purposes  of  the  case,  detei'mine  the  «age  of  such  female 
at  the  time  of  such  commitauent,  and  her  age  as  so  determined  shall 
be  stated  in  the  warrant;  and  when  the  year  only  is  stated  it  shall 
be  considered  as  expiring  on  the  day  on  which  the  warrant  is 
dated,  and  the  statement  of  the  age  of  the  female  so  made  in  said 
wairant  of  commitment  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  as  to  the  age 
of  ftaid  female,  in  any  action  to  recover  damages  for  her  detention 
OP  imprisonment  under  said  Avariant^  and  shall  be  presumptive 
evidence  of  the  age  of  such  fcMuale  in  any  other  inquiry,  action  or 
proceeding,  relating  to  such  detention. 

Subdivison  1.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  tlie  satisfaction  of 
said'board  of  managers  that  any  person  committed  to  said  house  of 
refuge  is  not  of  the  propc^r  age  to  be  so  committed  thereto,  or  is 
insane,  or  mentally  or  physically  incapable  of  being  materially 
benefited  by  dis)cipline  of  said  institution,  or  improx)orly  com- 
mitted thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  managers 
thereupon  to  cause  the  return  of  such  female  to  the  county  from 
which  she  was  so  conmiitted  in  the  custody  of  one  of  the  persons 
employed  by  said  board  of  managers  to  convey  to  said  house  of 
refuge  women  committed  thei*eto,  avIio  s-hall  delivei*  her  into  the 
custody  of  the  sheriff  of  such  county,  to  be  by  such  sheriff  taken 
before  the  court  or  magistrate  which  committed  her  to  said  house 
of  refuge  or  some  other  court  or  magistrate  having  equal  jurisdic- 
tion in  such  county,  to  be  by  such  (tourt  or  magistrate,  resentenced 
for  the  offense  for  which  she  was  committed  to  said  house  of 
refuge,  and  dealt  with  in  all  resi>ects  as  though  she  had  not  been 
go  committed  to  said  house  of  refuge,  and  in  such  cases  all  costs 
and  expenses  incurrc^d  tind  paid  by  stud  board  of  managers,  on 
account  of  such  female*  so  returned,  shall  be  a  county  charge  upon 
such  county,  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  other  taxes  in  said 
county,  and  paid  over  to  said  board  of  managers,  and  credited  to 
the  aocount  to  which  such  expenses  were  charged. 
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Subdivision  2.  The  board  of  managers  of  said  house  of  refnge 
shall  have  the  power,  in  their  discretion,  to  furnish  each  x>erson 
discharged  from  said  house  of  refuge  with  clothes  and  money  to 
the  same  amount  and  extent  as  is  provided  for  discharged  con- 
victs, by  section  three  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  Mty-one  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four.  The  expense  thereof 
to  be  jKiid  out  of  any  moneys  appropriated  for  the  maintenance 
of  said  house  of  refuge. 

Subdivision  3.  In  case  any  woman  committed  to  said  house  of 
K^fuge  shall,  at  the  time  of  such  commitment,  be  the  mother  of 
a  raimng  child  in  her  care,  under  one  year  of  age,  or  be  pregnant 
With  child,  which  shall  be  bom  after  such  commitment,  such 
rhild  may  accompany  its  mother  to,  and  remain  in  said  house 
of  i*efuge  until  such  time  as  in  the  opinion,  of  said  board  of  mana- 
gers such  child  can  properly  be  removed  therefrom,  and  suit- 
ably provided  for  elsewhere;  and  said  board  of  managers  shall, 
in  their  discretion,  have  power  to  cause  such  child  or  children  to 
be  placed  in  any  asylum  for  children  in  this  state  and  to  i>ay  for 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  such  child  or  children  at  a  rate  not 
to  exceed  two  dollars  and  a  half  a  week,  imtil  the  mother  of  such 
child  or  children  shall  have  been  discharged  as  hereinbefOTe  pro- 
\'idod  for,  or  to  commit  such  child  or  children  to  the  care  and 
custody  of  some  relative  or  proper  jverson  willing  to  assume  soch 
care.  And  in  case  such  woman  at  the  time  of  such  conmiitment 
shall  be  the  mother  of  and  have  under  her  exclusive  care,  a  child 
or  children,  more  than  one  year  of  age,  and  which  might  oither- 
wise  be  left  without  x)roper  care  or  guardianship,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  court  or  magistrate,  so  committing  said  woman  Jo 
cause*  such  child  or  children  to  be  committed  to  such  asylum  as 
may  be  provided  by  law  for  such  purpose,  or  to  the  care  and 
custody  of  some  relative  or  proper  person  willing  to  assume  sudi 
care. 

Section  11  reads  as  follows: 

§  11.  The  board  of  managers  shall  employ  and  are  iDeneby 
authoaized  to  employ  suitable  pt^rsons  to  be  known  as  marshals  of

Physician's  Report. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Managers: 

Gentlemen. — I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the 

fourth  annual  report  of  the  medical  work  of  the  House  of 
Refuge  for  Women. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty -one  received  hospital  care,  in 
which  the  services  of  the  consulting  physician  were  deemed 
necessary.

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Second  assistant  of  prison  has  charge  of  her  division  and 
supervises  the  prison  huindry. 

Third  assistant  of  prison  has  charge  of  her  division  and 
otherwise  assists  the  matron  as  retiuired. 

Fourth  assistant  of  prison  has  charge  of  the  school  and 
otherwise  assists  in  the  work. 

Cottages. 

Supervisor  of  cottage  No.  1,  who  has  entire  charge  of  her 
cottage,  enforcing  all  the  rules  of  the  same,  and  conducting 
morning  and  evening  prayers. 

The  assistant  attends  to  the  cooking  department  and 
otherwise  assists  the  supervisor. 

In  each  of  the  other  cottages  there  are  two  oflScers,  whose 
duties  correspond  to  those  described  above. 

Steward,  who  employs  and  oversees  engineers,  watchmen 
and  stablemen.  He  also  keeps  the  accounts,  procures 
supplies,  and  does  other  business  for  the  institution. 

Duties  of  Employes. 

There  are  two  watchmen  who  are  on  duty  alternately 
day  and  night.  They  attend  to  the  gate  and  perform  any 
other  services  the  superintendent  or  steward  may  require. 

There  are  two  stablemen.  One  drives  and  the  other 
takes  care  of  the  garden  and  cattle. 

There  are  two  engineers  who  are  on  duty  in  the  steam 
boiler-house  alternately  day  and  night  during  the  winter 
months. 

There  is  one  servant  who  cooks  for  the  officers  in  the 

main  buUding. 

Daily  Routine. 

Rise  at  5.30  a.  m.  in  summer. 
Bise  at  6  a.  m.  in  winter. 
Breakfast,  6  A.  m.  in  summer. 
Breakfast,  6.30  a.  m.  in  winter. 
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Cottages. 

In  the  cottages,  marks  are  not  only  the  condition  of 
promotion  or  reduction;  they  are  also  relied  upon  as 
suflScient  for  all  ordinary  purposes  of  discipline. 

The  supervisor  of  each  cottage  keeps  a  daily  record  of 
the  demeanor  and  industry -of  every  girl  in  her  cottage. 
The  girls  are  marked  according  to  their  merits. 

Unquestioning  obedience  is  enforced,  and  the  girls  are 
expected  to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  rules  and 
unwritten  laws  of  the  institution. 

Carelessness  in  work  or  any  neglect  in  conforming 
to  the  exactions  of  the  institution  is  noticed  in  their 
records. 

Strict  personal  attention  is  paid  to  the  manners  of  the 
girls,  and  repeated  omissions  in  courtesy  cause  a  neglect 
mark. 

The  girls  are  urged  to  report  themselves  whenever  they 
have  broken  any  rule  and  have  not  been  detected.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  promote  an  abhorrence  of  lying  or  deceit, 
and  an  honorable  pride  in  being  relied  upon  as  truthful.  * 

The  result  is  that  most  of  the  girls  report  themselves 
frequently  for  small  faults,  such  as  tilting  a  chair,  sitting 
on  a  bed,  etc.,  or  for  any  breach  of  good  manners.  Thus 
many  small  faults  are  corrected  in  a  way  which  a  girl 
remembers  without  seriously  impairing  her  record. 

It  is  only  offenses  involving  disobedience,  untruthfulness, 

etc.,  which  lowers  her  record  of   marks  sufficiently  to 

reduce  her  in  grade. 

Education. 

The  branches  of  education  taught  are  spelling,  reading, 
writing,  arithmetic,  civil  and  physical  geography,  English 
grammar,  history  and  theory  of  government  (American), 
and  drawing. 
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Inmates  as  soon  as  promoted  to  a  cottage  have  the 
advantages  of  the  school  in  main  building. 

There  aie  three  grades — primary,  intermediate  and 
advanced.  School  sessions  are  held  morning  and  afternoon 
except  on  Saturday. 

The  girls  in  the  school  are  instructed  in  calisthenics, 
military  drill  and  fancy  marching  twice  a  week. 

Provisions  is  made  for  the  private  instruction  of  any 
inmates  who  have  completed  this  course  satisfactorily,  and 
who  for  any  other  reason  are  detained  in  the  institution. 

Regular  examinations  are  held,  and  a  record  of  seventy- 
five  per  cent  in  each  branch  is  necessary  for  advancement. 

A  strict  school  record  of  deportment  and  studies  is  kept 
for  comparison  with  other  records  in  recommendation  for 

release. 

Religious  Sebvioes. 

Daily  prayers  are  held  in  each  building  morning  and 
evening. 

Religious  services  are  held  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  after- 
noon, conducted  by  clergymen  of  different  denominations 
in  turn,  or,  in  their  absence,  by  the  superintendent. 

Inmates  are  privileged,  when  occasion  or  emergency 
requires,  to  see  a  priest  or  clergymen  of  her  own 
denomination. 

Lectures  and  concerts  have  been  given  from  time  to  time 
for  the  benefit  of  the  inmates,  and  arrangements  will  be 
made  to  continue  them  in  the  future. 
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tion  three  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four.  The  expense  thereof  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  moneys  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  said 
house  of  refuge. 

5.  In  case  any  woman  committed  to  said  house  of  refuge  shall, 
at  the  time  of  such  commitment,  be  the  mother  of  a  nursing  child 
in  her  care,  under  one  year  of  age,  or  be  pregnant  with  child 
which  shall  be  born  after  such  commitment,  such  child  may 
accompany  its  mother  to  and  remain  in  said  house  of  refuge  until 
such  time  as,  in  the  opinion  of  said,  board  of  managers,  such 
child  can  properly  be  removed  therefrom,  and  suitably  provided 
for  elsewhere ;  and  in  case  such  woman  at  the  time  of  such  com- 
mitment shall  be  the  mother  of,  and  have  under  her  exclusive 
care,  a  child  or  children,  more  than  one  year  of  age,  and  which 
might  otherwise  be  left  without  proper  care  or  guardianship,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  court  or  magistrate,  so  committing  said 
woman,  to  cause  such  child  or  children  to  be  committed  to  such 
asylum  as  may  be  provided  by  law  for  such  purpose,  or  to  the 
care  and  custody  of  some  relative  or  proper  person  willing  to 
assume  such  care. 

Section  11  reads  as  follows : 

§  11.  The  board  of  managers  shall  employ  suitable  persons  to 
convey  from  the  place  of  conviction  to  the  said  house  of  refuge 
all  women  duly  committed  thereto,  and  said  persons  shall  have 
the  power  and  authority  of  deputy  sheriflfs.  All  expenses  of  such 
conveying  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  managers 
of  said  house  of  ref  age. 

Section  3  of  chapter  17  of  the  Laws  of  1887  reads  as  follows : 

§  3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  interfere  with  the  right  of 
freedom  of  worship  of  any  inmate  confined  within  said  institution, 
as  provided  by  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  York. 
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faction  expressed  by  all  who  have  honored  the  institution  with  a  visit; 
from  the  cordiality  with  which  it  has  been  treated  in  many  parts  of 
the  State  as  an  institution  to  which  to  commit  unfortunate  women, 
and  from  the  kind  comments  of  the  clergy  and  press,  the  management 
feel  justified  in  saying  that  in  the  House  of  Eefuge  for  Women,  at 
Hudson,  the  State  of  New  York  has  an  institution  doing  good  work, 
the  success  of  which  is  abundantly  assured.

The  necessity  of  providing  some  means  of  restraint  and  oppor- 
tunity for  correction,  short  of  sentence  and  confinement  in  ordinary 
prisons  and  penitentiaries,  of  a  class  of  girls  and  yonjig  women, 
not  naturally  disposed  to  crime  or  hostile  to  good  order  in  society, 
but  who,  from  weakness  or  poverty  and  want  of  self-respect,  have 
been  led  to  the  commission  of  misdemejinors  and  offenses  not 
amounting  to  felonies,  which  they  themselves  often  regret  and 
would  turn  from  if  suitable  opportunity  were  offered,  has  for  ^ 
long  time  attracted  the  attention  of  many  benevolent  and  good 
people  in  this  State  and  throughout  the  civilized  world. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  society  everywhere  is  inclined  to 
visit  its  censure  and  ostracism  more  severely  upon  women  than 
upon  men  who  have  once  stepped  aside  from  the  paths  of  rectitude 
and  vu'tue.  This  condition  of  things,  uncpiestionably  to  a  large 
extent,  grows  out  of  the  fact  that  women  are  weaker  and  less  able 
to  protect  themselves,  and  to  that  extent  it  is  a  wrong,  which  the 
law-making  power  ought,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  correct. 

It  was  evidently  with  purposes  similar  to  those  above  stated, 
that  the  Legislature  of  New  York  enacted  chapter  187  of  the 
Laavs  of  1881,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of 
a  House  of  Refuge  for  Women.  " 

Under  that  act  a  board  of  five  managers  was  appointed  in  May, 
1881,  two  only  of  whom  remain  in  the  present  board.  One  having 
died,  and  two  having  retired  on  the  ex])iration  of  their  respective 
terms. 

The  board  of  managers,  as  first  organized,  proceeded  at  once 
under  said  law  to  make  diligent  inquiries  and  examinations,  but 
were  unable  to  purchase  land  with  liuildings  thereon,  suitable  for 
the  purpose  of  such  institution.  Whereupon,  said  managers  pro- 
ceeded under  said  act  to  select  and  purchase  a  lot  of  thirty  acres, 
within  the  limits  and  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  city  of  Hudson, 
paying  therefor  the  sum  of  $3,000,  and  immediately  advertised  and 
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oflfered  premiums  for  the  most  desirable  and  suitable  plans  for 
buildiiigs  to  be  erected  tliereou. 

Several  plans  were  presented,  one  of  which  seeming  desirable 
and  suitable,  was  accepted  and  adopted  under  an  assurance,  which 
on  further  investigation  proved  to  be  eiToneous,  that  the  buildings 
could  be  erected  in  accordance  therewith  and  furnished  for  the 
sum  which  had  then  been  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  that 
purpose. 

After  much  delay  in  getting  such  plan  and  specifications  suf- 
ficiently Jterfected  to  enable  them  to  ascertain  with  reasonable 
certainty  the  cost  of  erecting  the  buildings  thereunder,  and  being 
satisfied  that  they  could  not  be  erected  except  at  a  much  larger 
cost  to  the  State  than  the  sum  which  had  been  appropriated  there- 
for, the  said  managers  were  compelled  to,  and  did,  on  the  22d  day 

if 

of  July,  1882,  decide  to  abandon  the  plans,  which  had  so  been 
accepted  and  adopted,  and  make  further  efforts  to  procure  other 
plans  of  less  expensive  buildings  which  would  fairly  meet  the 
requirements  of  said  act,  and  which  could  be  erected  and  furnished 
for  the  amount  of  such  appropriation.  The  remainder  of  the  year 
1882  was  exhausted  in  unsuccessful  efforts  to  procure  such  plans. 

In  the  meantime  a  much  more  eligible  and  desirable  lot  and  site 
for  said  buildings,  lying  on  the  southerly  side  of  said  city  of  Hud- 
son, was  offered  for  sale  for  that  piu'pose,  being  a  lot  of  about 
forty  acres,  at  the  price  of  $250  per  acre^  which  was  of  a  more 
suitable  elevation,  much  better  adapted  for  drainage  and  sanitary 
regulations,  and  easier  of  access  from  the  railroad  station  and 
steamboat  landings  in  said  city,  being  reached  from  them  without 
going  through  any  of  the  principal  streets. 

The  managers  thought  it  altogether  desirable,  and  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  State,  that  such  lot  should  be  purchased  and  the 
proposed  site  of  said  buildings  be  changed  thereto,  which  change 
has  since,  by  authority  of  the  Legislature,  been  made,  and  the 
buildings  have  been  erected  on  said  new  lot. 

The  unexpended  part  of  the  appropriation  being  about  to  lapse 
under  the  Constitution,  a  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Assembly  of 
1883,  reappropriating  $95,000,  the  then  unexpended  part  thereof, 
and  making  a  further  appropriation  of  $25,000,  to  enable  said 
managers  to  ]>urchase  said  new  lot  and  erect  and  furnish  buildings 
thereon,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  said  law. 
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The  bill  passed  the  Assembly,  but  failed  foi  want  of  time  or 
some  other  cause,  to  pass  the  Senate  at  that  session,  and  the 
appropriation  having  lapsed,  all  further  operations  under  said  law 
were  necessarily  suspended  until  May  21,  1884,  when  chapter  314 
of  the  laws  of  that  year  was  enacted,  which  made  the  appropri- 
ation above  mentioned,  whereupon  the  managers  proceeded  with 
said  work. 

The  plans  which  had  been  presented  by  Wm.  H.  Miller,  archi- 
tect, of  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  being  the  only  plans  presented  that  seemed 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  said  act,  and  which  could  be  carried 
out  and  the  buildings  furnislied  for  the  amount  appropriated,  said 
architect  was  requested  to  complete  the  same  and  present  them  to 
the  Comptroller,  under  said  act. 

The  Comptroller  failed  to  approve  of  the  same  until  certain 
alterations  were  made,  and  they  were  sent  back  to  the  architect  for 
that  purpose,  and  were  finally  approved  by  the  Comptroller  on  the 
day  of  January,  1885. 

As  soon  as  the  specifications  could  be  printed  and  the  working 
drawings  perfected  for  the  use  of  bidders,  the  following  notice  was 
published  in  the  New  York  Tribune,  The  Albany  Evening  Journal, 
The  Hudson  Uerjister,  and  The  Hudson  Republican,  to-wit :

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The  managers,  finding  that  John  Moore,  who  was  the  lowest 
bidder  for  all  of  the  work,  was  an  experienced  builder  and  a 
man  of  responsibility,  decided  to  award  the  contract  for  erecting 
the  several  buildings  to  him,  upon  his  furnishing  proper  bonds  for 
the  faithful  fulfillment  of  said  contract.  It  was  accordingly 
awarded  to  him  on  the  18th  day  of  April,  1885,  and  the  buildings 
were  erected  and  formally  turned  over  to  the  State  of  New  York 
on  the  day  of  May,  1886,  and  have  since  been  completed  and 
furnished,  and  are  now  ready  for  occupation. 

Of  the  original  appropriation  of  $125,000,  for  the  construction 
of  this  institution  there  has  been  expended  for  the  following 
purposes :
